Kern Pleaded For Parker to

ARMORY, BALTIMORE, June 25.— 
Defeat came to W. J. Bryan today. 
In the most important political battle 
in his career, he staked his reputation 
and prospects against Judge Alton B. 
Parker for what he termed the De­ 
mocracy’s good, and Parker, backed 
by the conservative leaders 
of 
the 
greater states, emerged victorious. 
Bryan went down with colors flying 
when Parker was elected over him 
for the temporary chairmanship of 
the convention, 
declaring 
that 
he 
would be ready with another fight be­ 
fore the platform committee. He was 
relatively steam-rollered by the same 
forces that directed the course of the 
roller that killed Theodore Roosevelt 
bef&ffe the regular Republican Nation­ 
al convention. 
The final vote in which Parker was 
elected to the temporary chairman­ 
ship was as follows: 
Parker, 578; Bryan, 510; O’Gorman, 
3; Kern, I; absent, 2. 
After Judge Parker had delivered 
the keynote speech, flaying the blat­ 
ant methods of the late Chicago Re­ 
publican convention, and 
demanding 
harmony, the convention 
adjourned 
until 8 o'clock tonight.

nounced for the temporary chairman­ 
ship. Bryan then strode up the alate, 
his face white, his jaw aet. There was 
a cheer from the floor, although the 
galleries were silent Ohio, Wiscon' 
ain and the western delegations took 
up the cry whloh swelled to the rear 
despite Bryan's frantic waving of his 
arm s to prevent the demonstration 
After repeated attempts, Bryan ap­ 
pealed to Chairman Mack, who aided 
the sergeanta-at-arma to restore or­ 
der. 
‘‘Gentlemen of 
the 
Convention,” 
Bryan said. “I place in nomination for 
the temporary chairmanship, John W. 
Kern of Indiana." 
The same delegations cheered. In­ 
diana remaining silent. Bryan launch­

praising 
Kern. 
Bryan aaid: 
“In dissenting from 
the Judgment of the national commit­ 
tee I recognise that the burden of 
proof is upon me to overthrow

I invite attention to 
the fact that the rules provide that 
the national committee's recommen­ 
dation is not Anal. 
The convention 
has a right to reject the recommen­ 
dation.

state, should presume to present a 
candidate, I beg to tell you that In 
three campaigns I have been a cham­ 
pion of Democratic principles. There­ 
fore I feel that I have the confidence 
of Democratic people. A man cannot 
prosecute political warfare

teen years without enemies. 
I real­ 
ise that I have enemies/ That pro*#* 
that I am atm willing

After eulogising Kern, 
Bryan as-

her in 1904, although

BUFFALO, N. Y., June 25.—Forty 
known dead and twenty-one missing 
was the toll last night of the acci­ 
dent that Sunday night plunged 200

dock at Eagle Park collapsed. 
Ex­ 
cept for twenty bodies 
that 
have 
been identified tile victims are all in 
the river, being carried toward the 
falls. Many never will be recovered 
and the exact death list never will 
be complete. 
Federal inspectors already have be­ 
gun an investigation to place the re­ 
sponsibility for the accident. 
The scene of the accident is only 
four mileafnom the brink of Niagara 
American Fills and the teh miles an 
hour current, it is believed, has a1 
ready carried a score or more bodies 
over the cataract. 
In the lower Ni­ 
agara there la no chance to recover 
them. 
Rescuers hope, however, that some 
of the bodies have been caught In 
eddies and washed close to the Cana­ 
dian side, where they may possibly 
be beld fast against 
the irregular 
rock bound shore.

George Browne yesterday«received a 
letter from her son, Belmore Browne, 
who, with Herschel Parker of Colum­ 
bia University, is leading an expedi­ 
tion up Mt. McKinley. The letter was 
written April 15, and supplements a 
message received on May 29 via Fair­ 
banks, dispatched at the same time. 
The Parker-Browne party 
was

on Muldown glacier and

well. 'Nine dogs and sleds were in 
use., Two newly-discovered 
glaciers 
h&d been surveyed for the American 
Geographical Society. 
The party had 
ascended a heretofore unexplored ap­ 
proach to Mt. McKinley’s summit and

new mining camp called Glacier City.

message to this camp when he visited 
it for flour and provisions.

the prospectors carried the telegram 
and letter to Fairbanks. 
Browne writes that the passes used 
were much easier than those used on 
the previous trip. They were within 
eight miles of the summit, which he 
was certain they would reach. 
They 
had killed several 
mountain 
sheep. 
The party expected to finish the as­ 
cent in June and arrive outside early 
in July. 
At one place the explorers 
crossed a ridge 6000 feet high. Tying 
provisions and the outfit in bundles 
the men and dogs all tobogganed the 
entire distance, exceeding a mile, and 
landed safely.
